robbery, assault, burglary and theft- 
increased 1.5 percent in July in Plano 
compared to the previous month. 
The 
Federal 
Bureau 
of 
Investigation’s 
Uniform 
Crime 
Statistics were released for the city 
today by the Plano Police Dept. The 
statistics denote crimes reported to 
the police each month. 
Although there was a slight increase 
in July over June, Police Chief Duane 
Kinsey noted that July 1977 figures 
showed no increase in crimes 
reported compared to the same period 
in 1976. 
The steady level was maintained, 
the chief explained, even though the 
city’s population has significantly 
increased during the time period. 
“The most encouraging aspect of 
the report is the 49 percent decrease in 
burglaries in July over the previous 
month,” said Chief Kinsey, “with 30 
reported in July as compared to 61 in 
June.” 
Of the 200 actual offenses reported 
to Plano Police, 34 have been cleared 
by arrest “or exceptional means.” 
The major portion of that grand total 
of index crimes was made up of lar­ 
ceny thefts—143. 
No murders were reported last 
month and the single forcible rape 
case told to the police was cleared by 
arrest. Of five robberies, one was 
cleared. Nine of 15 assaults were 
cleared by arrest along with three of 
30 burglaries. Six motor vehicle thefts 
were reported and three of those cases 
were cleared by arrest. 
More than $98,000 worth of property 
was stolen in the city during July with 
$20,720 worth recovered. Motor 
vehicles and miscellaneous items 
made up a large portion of the stolen 
property value. 


Chief Kinsey continued to stress the 
importance of citizen cooperation in 
the department’s efforts to control 
criminal activities in Plano. 
The local police, along with the 
Collin County Sheriff’s Dept., offer a 
free property etching program to the 
citizens of Plano. Officers of either 
law enforcement agency will etch 


identification numbers on personal 
property to aid in identifying stolen 
goods when they are recovered. 
Persons going on vacation may also 
have their home put on the PPD’s 
Housewatch program in which patrol 
officers keep special watch on 
unoccupied homes at various times 
during the day and night. 
TV Violence Made 
Child Turn Killer 


MIAMI (UPI) — The defense of a 15-year-old youth charged with killing 
his elderly neighbor will be based upon “involuntary television in­ 
toxication,” his lawyer says. 
In a pre-trial brief filed Wednesday, attorney Ellis Rubin claimed Ronald 
Zamora “was suffering from and acted under the influence of prolonged, 
intense, involuntary, subliminal television intoxication” on June 4 when 
Mrs. Elinor Haggart was slain in a robbery at her home. 
“Through the excessive and long-continued use of this intoxicant, a mental 
condition of insanity was produced,” the brief argued, rendering Zamora 
unable to realize “the criminality of his conduct....” 
Rubin said the junior high school student was a “television addict” who 
often sneaked from his bedroom to watch all-night movies. The attorney said 
his favorite programs were “Police Woman,” “Kojak,” and last season’s 
“Helter Skelter” dramatization of the Charles Manson family crimes. 
Rubin said he intends to call as witnesses at the Sept. 26 trial experts who 
will testify about “the impact of television upon the child, juvenile and adult 
minds.” 
The attorney said Zamora became so enraptured by televised drama he 
identified the plots with his own life. 
“Television affected his mental and emotional processes, diseasing his 
mind and impairing his behavioral controls,” said Rubin. 
Zamora and Darrel Agrella, 14, are charged with breaking into the 
Haggart home, next door to Zamora’s house, and shooting Mrs. Haggart 
with her own gun when she returned to the house and found it being ran­ 
sacked. Police said Mrs. Haggart was robbed of $415 and her 1972 model 
Buick, which police said Zamora and four friends used for a weekend spree 
at Walt Disney World at Lake Buena Vista.

City Tax Rebates Soar 


Plano Earns 45 Percent More in ’77 


The City of Plano has received a 
check for almost $40,000 in city sales 
tax rebates from the office of State 
Comptroller Bob Bullock. The figure 
brings the total amount of 1977 rebates 
to more than $496,210—a 45 percent 
increase over last year. 
Plano’s increased rebates are well 
above the state average of 19 percent 
more in 1977 than in 1976. 
According to Bullock, checks 
totaling $15,1 million were mailed this 
week to 868 Texas cities as their 
August share of the one percent city 
sales tax. 
The August checks bring to $206 
million the total the cities have netted 
this year from the sales tax. This 


compares to $173.1 million for the first 
eight months of 1976. 
Bullock said the increase in city 
sales tax rebates is really a "double 
blessing.” 
“It signals the continuing vigor of 
the Texas economy and at the same 
time provides badly needed revenue 
to Texas cities,” the comptroller said. 
Payments for Plano thus far in 1977 
total $4%,211.90 as opposed to just 
$341,255.75 in 1976 payments to date. 
This month’s check for $39,659.80 
compares to $33,333.77 for the same 
period last year. 
In making his announcement of the 
rebates. Comptroller Bullock also 


announced that his office has added 
two additional WATS lines to ac­ 
commodate users of his toll-free tax 
information telephone service (1-800- 
252-5555). 
Bullock said taxpayers are making 
more than 10,000 calls a month on the 
lines seeking information on Texas 
taxes and the six existing lines just 
w eren’t enough 
to 
handle 
the 
business. 
The comptroller reminded callers 
that they can get their questions 
answered quicker if they call between 
8 and 9 a m., 12 and I p.m. and 4 and 5 
p.m. when the volume of calls is 
lowest.

Texas Puts ‘Old Sparky9 To Rest 


AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) — “Old Sparky”, a polished high 
backed oak chair used to electrocute 361 persons in 
Texas since it was built by convict labor in 1924, is being 
permanently retired. 
The electric chair, last used to execute Joseph Johnson 
Jr. on July 30,1964, will be replaced later this month by a 
needle as the method of execution in Texas. The “death 
by injection” bill is among a series of laws dealing with 
crime and punishment in Texas which take effect Aug 
29 — 90 days after the end of the regular legislative 
session. 
Rep. Ben Z. Grant, D-Marshall, House sponsor of the 
injection bill, said he wanted to take some of the sen­ 
sationalism out of the death penalty. 
“The method we were using was outmoded,’ Grant 
said. “A lot of people say this will be a more humane 


method. I personally don’t think there is a humane way 
to take a man or woman’s life, but I think this should 
take away some of the sensationalism and circus side 
show effect involved in burning persons to death with 
electricity.” 


The bill requires the director of the Texas Department 
of Corrections, W.J. Estelle, to determine the drug to be 
used in the injections and the procedure for its ad­ 
ministration Prison officials said Estelle will call a 
news conference later this month to announce the 
procedures for executions by injection 


Other anticrime measures effective Aug 29 include: 
— a bill by Sen Bill Meier. D-Euless, authorizing the 
use of oral statements in criminal trials for the purpose 
of impeaching a defendant. The oral confessioiis may 


only be used if they have been witnessed and elec­ 
tronically recorded 
— legislation requiring the supervision of all persons 
released from prison in Texas. 
— a bill authorizing trial courts to deny bail pending an 
appeal from a felony conviction if the court believes the 
defendant is likely to commit another offense while free 
on bail, or if the court believes the defendant would not 
appear when his conviction becomes final 
The execution bill is intimately interesting to the 64 
persons on death row at the state prison in Huntsville 
One — Billie Battie of Tarrant County — is scheduled for 
execution the day the injection law goes into effect. 
Prison officials said that date will be changed, however, 
because Battie s execution order specifies death by elec­ 
trocution 


If Battie’s execution is delayed, the next one scheduled 
is Howard Lincoln King of Dallas on Sept. 13 
Grant said he assumes the electric chair will be kept 
even though it will never be used again 
“ It’s become historic,” he said “ It’s been functioning 
in Texas since 1924 and has taken many hundreds of 
lives, and I’m sure it tfcill be kept as a historic piece of 
furniture.” 
The chair was first used Feb. 8, 1924. Five convicts 
were electrocuted between midnight and dawn that day 
— the busiest day in the qhair’s 53-year history 


The death by injection bill passed the legislature with 
surprising ease, facing far less opposition than some 
bills in the anticrime package of legislation pushed by 
Gov Dolph Briscoe and leaders of the House

TELEVISION INTERFERENCE EVERYBODY’S PR O B L E M 
The problem of RFI, Radio Frequency Interference, to consumer home entertainment 
equipment has existed for many years Twenty years ago, when there was no Citizens Band, 
it was only the “ham’’ radio operators fand some commercial 2-way radio users; that had to 
contend with the problem With only 300,000amateur radio operators in the country, less than 
I percent of the public were subject to electro-magnetic radiation from a neighboring radio 
station These statistics have dramatically changed due to the personal communications 
explosive growth. Consider, if you will, the following facts: 
I. By FCC estimates, there are now 25,000,000 CB radios in use in the United States. In 1958, 
there were basically none! Over 5,000 new personal radio stations every business day go on- 
the-air for the first time in this country' The state of Texas, which is the runaway leader in 2- 
way radio saturation, has over 2 million CB radios in use today with nearly 1,000 new stations 
joining the hobby daily! 
2 Nationwide, the Federal Communications Commission received 40,000 RFI complaints in 
1974 They expect more than 200,000 such complaints this year! 
The problem of unwanted radio signal interception is an extremely serious difficulty in all 
areas of the country....in fact it has reached crisis proportions! Neighborhood relationships 
are being strained to the breaking point and people are even being killed over the issue. As it 
is now. just about everyone in the country is near a local 2-way radio station It is apparent 
that the interference potential lo unprotected electronic equipment is considerable. The 
problem can only get worse. 
The technology to eliminate 90 percent of impaired television reception attributed to being 
in close proximity to a radio station has existed for many, many years. This condition is 
called “fundamental overload” and normally affects all television channels. A strong CB (or 
“ham” ) radio signal can overload the input circuit of a TV set when the circuit is not selective 
enough to reject the signal. The tuners in most television receivers today display rather 
broad tuning characteristics. This overloading can cause picture and audio distortion. It is 
particularly severe in fringe TV reception areas, but near a 2-way radio station. 
Fundamental overload signal interception affects all television channels. When the “in­ 
terference” is on all TV channels, the problem usually lies with the television receiver. If 
interference is only on television channels 2 and 5, then this is an indication that the radio 
transmitter is generating illegal “harmonics”, multiples of the CB transmitting frequency. 
This is greatly simplifying the unwanted signal interception problem. It is frequently much 
more complicated than this and in a later column we will cover causes and cures of “exotic” 
forms of interference to home entertainment equipment. 
There are basically two types of filters that are utilized to reduce interference. These can 
either be attached to the radio transceiver or the offended television set. Relief from fun­ 
damental overload can most often be obtained by connecting a simple “high pass” filter in 
the antenna input circuit of the TV set. Placing this filter near the tuner will improve the 
radio signal rejection capability even more. This filter passes only the higher television 
signals while attenuating the lower CB or “ham” radio waves. There is nothing that a 2-way 
radio operator can do to his radio set to correct this problem - it can only be treated at the 
television receiver. Most of the interference problems incurred involving television is fun­ 
damental overload. 
On the other hand, if you have an interference problem only on Channels 2 and or 5, then the 
radio transmitter needs attention. A device called a “low-pass” filter can be easily installed 
in the transmission line that will greatly reduce or eliminate harmonic signals. A low-pass 
filter works the opposite of the high-pass version, that is, it passes only the lower radio 
signals, but greatly reduces frequencies up in the higher VHF or UHF television range 
These filters are reasonably inexpensive. High-pass filters for television sets cost about 
$5.00 and good low-pass filters for radio transmitters can be had for about $15.00, more or 
less... .an inexpensive price to pay for harmony with the neighbors. 
Radio-hobbyists are under no obligation to provide filters for neighbors that have fun­ 
damental overload problems, but many do...and many more at least provide advice on how to 
correct their difficulty. After all, a TV that is not designed to exist in today’s environment of 
electro-magnetic environment is not the fault of the CB’er or the “ham”. Radio law states 
that transmitters will not interfere with electronic equipment of good engineering design. The 
FCC does have jurisdiction over the “harmonic” output of transmitters and has been 
requiring tighter specifications on radio set design. They are, at present, powerless to require 
adequate filtering of consumer home entertainment units.

Offices, Cleland ordered a 
review of all steps in the 
process between registration 
and payment of benefits to 
one million GI Bill students. 


The VA directors were told 
to augment campus man­ 
ning to assist schools in the 
certification process. School 
administrators have been 
asked by Cleland to extend 
help to veterans in light of 
the payments change. 
A 


massive publicity campaign 
has been aimed bv the VA at 
the veterans themselves in 
an attempt 
to make all 
concerned aware of the new 
payment procedures 
Cleland’s nationwide ef­ 
fort 
resulted 
from 
the 


decision by Congress last 
year to end educational 
payments at the beginning of 
each month. The law also 
ended automatic 
advance 
payments of as much as two 
m onth's benefits at the 
beginning of a school term. 


These 
must 
now 
be 
requested by the student. 
The monthly prepayments 
resulted in over payment of 
benefits when some schools 
and students failed to notify 
the VA of student dropouts or 
nonattendance.

For the past three years, 
the telescope has 
been 
engaged in a survey of the 
southern skies to match the 
famous survey of the nor­ 
thern heavens carried out by 
the Schmidt telescope on Mt. 
Palomar in California after 
World War II. 
“ Exciting 
discoveries, 
ranging from extraordinary 
stars nearby in our own 
Milky Way to faint galaxies 
at the edge of the observable 
universe, are being made in 
Austrailia,” said Dr. R. D. 
Cannon 
of 
the 
Royal 
Observatory. 
“Among 
the 
recent 
discoveries are a gigantic 
galaxy, 
nicknamed 
the 
Seashell which contains 
more gas than any other 
known (IOO billion times the 
mass of our sun) and an 
apparently insignificant dim 
patch of light in the con­ 
stellation Carina which has 
turned out to be one of our 
Milky Way’s nearest neigh­ 
bors 
in 
extragalactic 
space.” 
The Carina discovery is a 
dwarf 
galaxy, 
a 
con­ 
centration 
of 
several 
thousand very faint stars 
about 500,000 light years 
away. 
Only 
six 
known previously and the 
Carina dwarf is the first one 
to be identified for over 20 
years. 
As our neighbor it can 
provide clues to the different 
ways in which stars are born 
and evolve and, said Cannon, 
“ultimately help us to under­ 


stand our own sun, its past 
history and its future.” 
Cannon 
said 
the 
sky 
survey is being used to find 
extraordinary types of stars, 
to select those galaxies with 
one-in-a-million peculiarities 
and to locate galaxies and 
quasars at the edge of the 
universe. 
“One of the most fruitful 
methods of research in 
astronomy is to search for 
extremes — the faintest star, 
the largest galaxy, the most 
distant quasar — in order to 
test accepted theories to 
their limits,” he said. 
The southern skies survey 
involves taking a set of 606 
overlapping 
photographs, 
but only on moonless nights 
when weather conditions are 
perfect. So few photographs 
pass the strict criteria that 
the survey is estimated in 
years rather than months. 
Some photographs have 
recorded objects six times 
fainter than those made at 
Palomar. 
Astronomers all over the 
world are examining the 
pictures taken so far. 
There is absolutely no 
question, said Cannon, “that 
profoundly 
im portant 
science will 
very 
soon 
emerge from their study.”

Scoliosis Affects 
Over 20 Million 


ST. PAUL, Minn. (UPI) — 
Your teenager’s slouch may 
be aggravating, but it could 
be serious — concealing a 
disorder of the spine called 
scoliosis. 
Approximately 20 million 
Americans have some form 
of scoliosis. If detected in 
early stages, this lateral 
curvature of the back can be 
treated and corrected. 
“Fifty-five out of 1,000 
people have scoliosis,” said 
Dr. Robert Winter, Gillette 
Children’s Hospital medical 
education director. “Three 
out of 1,000 need treatment. 


“This is what we are 
finding in the Minnesota 
school screening program, 
and it can be extended to the 
general population.” 
Normally the spine curves 
in and out. In scoliosis, it 
also bends from side to side. 
It’s a disorder usually found 
during the beginning of the 
teen years. 
A common sign is a high 
shoulder or hip, or the upper 
back 
may 
be 
more 
prominent on one side. 
Bad posture habits among 
teenagers may camouflage 
the problem. Sometimes the 
first 
indication 
that 
something is wrong is when 
it becomes obvious clothing 
doesn’t fit properly. 
Parents who have watched 
their 
children’s 
growth 
carefully through the early 
years find that in the teens, 
modesty and a strong sense 
of 
privacy 
don’t 
lend 
themselves to easy obser­ 
vation of the child. 
“It is important to detect 
scoliosis early so that the 
curve can be treated by a 
brace and surgery can be 
avoided most of the time,” 
Winter said. “Also, if we 
detect it early, it is possible 
to avoid disability.” 
Scoliosis is about eight 
times more common in girls 
than it is in boys. And there 


is a tendency for it to run in 
families. 
If you want to check for the 
disorder, have your child 
bend forward with his arms 
extended 
and 
hands 
touching. Any deformity of 
the spine will be accentuated 
in that position.

“But we are fighting igno­ 
rance about the possible 
effects of this disorder, and 
there is a danger patients 
will receive a letter from the 
school saying their child 
should be checked further, 
and then they will do nothing 
about it.” 
She said one mother who 
considered the program as 
“not exactly your highest 
priority” later discovered 
her entire family of eight 
had the disorder in one form 
or another. 
Idiopathic scoliosis is the 
most common. Another type 
goes hand in hand with a 
birth defeat, such as polio or 
cerebral palsy. 
“Anytime the muscles are 
weak,” Ms. Binner said, 
“scoliosis can set in.” 
She said the disorder can 
be crippling with much pain 
and in the past forced 
patients to remain in bed for 
months. Now, though, two 
weeks in a hospital and nine 
months in a body cast can 
accomplish wonders for a 
patient.
